RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
AND SUPERINTENDENT 

Shortly after the close of the school last spring your Directors 
and Superintendent of Schools made their annual inspection of all 
of the school buildings and agreed to the amount of work neces- 
sary to be done during the summer vacation in order to bring the 
buildings into the best possible condition for the next school year. 
There follows a list of the work done at each school. 

Haiti School 

Redecorated walls and ceiling in class room, entrance hall and 
toilets. Replaced the outmoded toilets with modern ones and 
installed new drinking fountain. Reconditioned floors and 
applied the proper sealer. Installed new fluorescent lights. Re- 
conditioned drainage and septic tank. Made some other minor 
improvements which were necessary. 
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Cheney Hill School 

Redecorated walls and ceiling in the class room, alcove and 
kitchen and entrance hall and in the toilets. Reconditioned the 
floors by sanding and applying sealer. Installed new fluorescent 
lights. Made other minor repairs as necessary. 

Dyer School 

Redecorated all walls in class rooms, entrance hall and toilet 
rooms. Replaced toilets. Made other minor repairs as necessary. 
Sanded and sealed all wood floors. 

Center Rutland School 

Redecorated all class rooms, main hallway and toilet rooms. 
Sanded and sealed all wood floors. Constructed new fence on 
property line separating school property from the cemetery. 
Provided new chairs and desks for all class rooms.

The redecorating and reconditioning of floors and supplying 
new desks and (‘hairs for the Center Rutland School was indeed 
a great improvement and one very much needed for some time. 
The pupils and the teachers were well pleased with the appearance 
of their respective class rooms, and many letters were sent from 
the pupils and teachers to the Board of Directors. Whereas we 
do not have space to record all of these letters, we give below an 
example of them, and we have selected for that purpose the letter 
received from the first, second and third grade children of the 
Center Rutland School: 


“September 10, 1956 

Dear Members of the School Board: 

We like our new tables and chairs very much. We like 
the color of our room and boards. We like our new 
books. The floor looks nice. Thank you. We will try 
to be careful of everything. We are proud of our school. 
We want to keep it nice. 


Sincerely, 


First, Second and Third Grade Children.” 


The Board acknowledged the receipt of all letters, and a 
typical reply is given below: 

“Your Board of School Directors wishes to express its 
appreciation to you for your recent let ter thanking it for 
the work that was done in your school during the summer 
months. Your letter will become part of the minutes of 
the September meeting of the Board. 

We liked your letter very, very much. It made us very 
happy. We were glad to have been able to do it for you. 

It would not have been possible for us to do it, however, 

* if we did not havp the mone 3 r to pay for the work. Did 
you know that that money was given to us by everyone 
in the Town of Rutland who pays taxes? Your mothers 
and fathers are some of those people. Did you realize 
that when you said Thank you’ to us that you were also 
thanking them? 

The Board of School Directors is very grateful to all of 
the taxpayers in our Town because they are the ones 
who make it possible for the Board to carry out the plans 
it has for you to have good teachers, good books and a 
clean and pleasant place in which to study and learn. 

We hope your teacher and all of you will have a very 
happy school year.” 

Miss Ann Reilly reports the following activities during the 
past school year at the Center Rutland School. Many of the 
events are typical of those taking place at each of the other three 
schools. 

Regular use of the motion picture projector and a film slide- 
projector have been helpful in audio-visual teaching. Standard 
tests have been used to supplement other kinds of diagnostic 
work in pupil progress. Extra-curricular work has been done 
with assemblies, a student council, a safety committee, the school 
patrol. Pupils, as monitors, aided teachers in the school lunch 
program and playground organization. 

The glee club, school newspaper, music festival, forest essay 
contest, and observance of special days, have given pupils oppor- 
tunity in particular talents. 
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Certain students have won awards. Stephen Russeli was 
presented a merit trophy from the AAA for averting possible 
tragedy while on bus patrol. Two 4-H members, Larry Williams 
and Ronald McKirryher, won trips to Toronto. Max Senecal 
was a winner in the district forest essay contest. In the “Jimmy 
Fund” drive Charles Fenton, Carol Denardo and Mary Ann 
Trinci won awards. 

The community and PTA have been most helpful in the 
clothing drives, soliciting for the Red Cross, March of Dimes and 
Jimmy Fund. They have sponsored health clinics, polio innocu- 
lations, testing of eyes and ears, school lunches, pre-holiday 
affairs, and closing time graduation and picnics. 

Grade assignments to respective teachers have remained the 
same as for the previous year in the four schools. School enroll- 
ments showed no present increase in the elementary grades, but 
a substantial rise in the number attending high school. 

We are pleased to point out that all teachers who have served 
us well were re-employed for the school year 1956-1957. 

A tabulation of future enrollments, estimated from including 
pre-school children in the annual census, is given below. An 
effort is being made to use these figures to determine when addi- 
tional classroom space may be required as well as to plan the 
allocation of children to their particular classrooms in any of the 
four school buildings.

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Information of a statistical nature will be found in accom- 
panying tables having to do with finances, school enrollment, 
unit costs, lists of eighth grade graduates and teachers. 


We are continually replacing worn and soiled text books, and 
before the end of the present school year we will have replaced all 
history books. 

The cost of maintenance of our buildings, the providing of 
heat and light, and the employment of competent teachers for 
our elementary schools, as well as the cost of transporting the 
pupils to same, and the providing of higher education, increases 
from year to year. The expense of providing for all of the above 
for the ensuing year starting July 1, 1957, will be even gi eater 
than for the present year. To cover all of the expense for the 
ensuing year, your Board requests a tax of $2.65 on the Grand 
List. This is only a very small increase, however, over the present 
year. The budget for the<ensuing year is set forth in another part 
of the report, and by comparing same with those of previous years 
you will easily ascertain where the increased costs of operating 
our schools are incurred.

RUTLAND, VERMONT 
1956 

The town of Rutland made available the sum of $300.00 
at the Annual Town Meeting March 6, 1956 to be used in co- 
operation with State and Federal funds for controlling the spread 
of white pine blister rust in the town of Rutland, Vt. 

The work of actually eradicating currant and gooseberry 
bushes was started August 10th and completed August 22, 1956. 
A crew of six men was employed in doing the work. The areas 
eradicated were selected by the district leader with the approval 
of the town selectmen. The areas eradicated are located in the 
eastern section of the town. 

Blister rust was found infecting and killing white pine 
throughout the areas eradicated. However, the work accomplish- 
ed this year will establish control to such an extent that if this 
control is maintained no further damage should take place. 

The statistical summary below shows in brief the accom- 
plishments and cost of the control work in 1956. In addition to 
the State and Federal expenditures shown in the summary, 
the State and Federal Governments furnished equipment, ma- 
terials, transportation for the crew and supervision for the work.

7. Shall the voters authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes? 

8. Shall the Town vote to secure the services of the Rutland 
City Fire Department? 

9. Shall the voters approve an appropriation of One 
Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) to secure the use of the Rutland 
Free Library to the inhabitants of the Town? 

10. Shall the Town vote to take advantage of the extra 
One Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) per mile granted to the 
towns by the State, provided the Town spends not less than 
Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00) per mile of their own money on 
Town Roads outside of winter maintenance as provided by Sec. 2, 
No. 108 of the Acts of 1951? 

11. Shall the Town vote its officers salaries? If so, how 
much? 

12. Shall the Selectmen be authorized to enter into an 
agreement with the City of Rutland for use of the City Dump at 
a cost to the town, based on population, at the rate of 40^ per 
person with a minimum of not less than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) annually, subject to the rules and regulations governing 
the Rutland City dump? 


13. Shall the Town School District vote to raise money by 
tax or otherwise to pay current expenses of the School District? 
If by tax, how much? 

14. Shall the Town School District pay tuition for the 
higher education of the scholars of said District? If so, how 
much? 

15. Shall the School Board be authorized to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes? 

16. Shall the School District vote a sum of money not to 
exceed Eighty Dollars ($80.00) for a scholarship to be awarded a 
worthy high school graduate of Rutland Town, who wishes to 
enter « an institution of higher learning, particularly a Teacher's 
Training College? 

17. To transact any other necessary, legal and proper 
business, which may come before said meeting. 

Articles No. 1, 3, 4, 11, 13, and 14 will not appear on the 
Australian Ballot, and will be taken up at 1:30 P.M. The polls 
will close at 3:00 P.M.
